WHEN YOU TRAVEL . TIPPING IN EUROPE 





Here are some tips on tipping in Europe from Wanda S. Radetti of Tasteful 
Croatian Journeys in New York City. She says, “if you're left wondering what 
to tip where, and when to put down dollars, euros, or local currency, one rule 
applies across the board”. “Tip in cash ”, not on a credit card. If you don % the 
server won't necessarily get it. 

In CROA TIA A T RESTAURANTS - if you're ordering Just coffee or a drink, 
leave the change. For a quick, casual dinner at a konoba, as taverns are 
called, leave about $1.00. For dinner in a nice restaurant where tips usually 
aren't included, leave about 10-15%. 

AT HOTELS - Concierges aren't common, but tip them $5.00 if they do 
something specialfor you. Cleaning staffget a few dollars per day in an 
envelope at the end of your stay; bellboys get $1.00 per bag. You might also 
want to leave the dining room breakfast staff $5.00 at stay's end if they've 
taken good care of you. 

GUIDES AND DRIVERS - Tip them seperately 10-20% per day. With taxi 
drivers. Just leave the change. Dollars aren't accepted so much now, so use euros. 
P.S. - If you 're sailing the Croatian coastline, at the end ofyou 're trip, leave 
about $50.00per person for the skipper and about 15-20% to the total cost of the 
Journ^for the kitchen staff, if there is one.

CROATIA - AN ADRIATIC IDYLL 

“Turning back time in a stone house from the if^ century” 


At an architecturalfirm in New York, an architect of Croatian descent had returned 
from Croatia visiting his grandfather there. He brought back to the firm tales of 
unspoiled coastal beauty. With all that, the partners of the firm (architect and 
interior designer and landscapes) were soon on a plane to Croatia to buy and restore. 
They found a charming cottage on an island off Croatia. The residence was part of 
a compound that overlooked the harbor. The centerpiece of the compound was a 
two-story stone merchant’s house that had bones, and only bones. It was a well 
proportional if ^-century shell, the original interior had deteriorated and needed 
considerable care. The partners had embarked on an extensive restoration that 
became, for a year, the village’s favorite topic of conversation. The townspeople 
enjoyed the ringside seat at the port (while sipping on their favorite drinks) as all 
the construction materials andfurniture arrived on the mainland ferry. Everything 
had to be hand -carried 156 steps up the hill to the site. The solitary donkey- 
Henrietta quit on the job! That donkey is now free-range, and with the construction 
completed, she now likes to linger outside the tall stone wall that fences the enclave. 
They wanted to keep the shapes simple and direct, as though the house has always 
been there, untouched. They used handmade Tuscan terra-cotta roof andfloor tiles 
and preserved and enhanced the stone walls. Because there was little left of the 
original interior to restore, it gave them the opportunity to create large, open spaces 
within the 1,500 square foot shell. In the living room, the if’'-century carved stone 
recessed water sink and shelf “contrasts with the modern steel fireplace hood, which 
was handmade in Croatia”. The dining room is situated at the center of the house, 
with terrace and island views on one side and a citrus court on the other. To totally 
enjoy the view and breezes, they placed the living room on the f'’’floor and placed 
the kitchen and dining room downstairs, with French doors opening onto the gardens 
which include carob, olive and lemon trees. Absolutely beautiful!!!
